MK Michael Kleiner (Gesher), 
■who beads the Land of Israel 
Front, yesterday warned Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
against taking a decision on a 
large-scale farther redeployment 
during the Knesset recess, which 
starts today. “The six-week 
Knesset recess is not an indefinite 1 
period of time,” Kleiner said. 

He quoted 4 National 
Infrastructure Minister - Ariel 
Sharon as saying that a withdrawal 
of beyond 6 percent would harm 
security interests and that a 10% 
pullback would endanger access to 
Ben-Gurion Airport. 

“1 fear there will, be a govern¬ 
ment decision at the end of the 
week on about 10% - although it 
makes no difference if it is 9% or 
13%, because under the Oslo 
Accords it is Israel alone which 
determines the size of die rede¬ 
ployment and it ; is not obligated to 
anything mote than one symbolic 
dunam,'’ Kleiner said. 

“This [government decision] 
wiQ be done- on the assumption 
that during these six wedcs there 
will be no no-confidence motions, 
and mthispeTkxl-seiiBe<rfmy«x»L 
leagaes-wtlirbe pe*saade<£#p*-«e 
topple the government on the 
understanding tear the-alternative 
is worse, or perhaps with promises :

“There is no justification for the. 
existence of a national camp gov¬ 
ernment which, in the framework of 
die second farther redeployment of 
an interim agreement; hands over 
10% of Land of Israel territory," he 
said. “I hope there will be enough 
of my colleagues who wffi vole to 
bring the government down.” 

He noted (hat under-current 
coalition circumstances, only a 
few Land of Israel Front votes 
were needed to add up to the 61 
necessary to topple the govern¬ 
ment. •

Addressing the opening session 
of the Arab League foreign minis¬ 
ters forum in Cairo yesterday, 
Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat declared that the 
peace process is “taking its last 
breaths.” 

Arafat accused Israel of block¬ 
ing progress mid urged- the Arab 
world to convene an emergency 
summit to “shoulder its responsi¬ 
bilities to protect our people, our 
land, and the future of our genera¬ 
tions," . 

He said that if there are problems 
in convening the entire Arab com¬ 
munity, anempts should be made 
to organize a minimum summit. 


“I repeal my call to convene an 
urgent Arab summit to review the 
situation," Arafat said. “The peace 
process is going through a danger¬ 
ous phase and is raking its last 
breaths. I hold (he international 
community responsible for the 
protection of the Palestinian peo-. 
pie." . - 

The Arab foreign ministers 
angrily rejected the policies of 
Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu as being against the 
spirit of peace. 

“All ministers feel angry because 
of Netanyahu’s anti-peace policy." 
Syrian Foreign Minister Fanouk 
Share said. “They reject provoca¬ 
tive and aggressive statements by 
him and his defense minister: 

“The foreign ministers’ council 


is studying the best way to express 
this annoyance and strong con¬ 
demnation," he said. 

*The Israeli government is clear¬ 
ly going to reject any ideas or ini¬ 
tiatives that can revive the peace 
process,” Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Amr Moussa told 
reporters after the meeting. 

Lebanese Foreign Minister Fans 
Bouez slammed what he said wens 
Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai’s threats to attack 
Lebanon unless it agrees to terms 
of an Israeli withdrawal. 

“Threatening Lebanon is an illu¬ 
sion," he said. “Israel is living in a 
swamp in the south, and not the 
other way round." 

Meanwhile, the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of 


Palestine published a leaflet con¬ 
demning the US for retracting its 
proposal and claimed that its 
actions are biased. The leaflet 
called on the US to present an ini¬ 
tiative that will include settlements 
as soon as possible. 

PA cabinet secretary Ahmed 
Abdul Rahman said the credibility 
of the US is at stake. “Why doesn’’t 
the US present an initiative that 
will compel Israel to implement 
(he accords?" 

While UN Secretary General 
Kofi Annan’s visit to the region 
and PA areas has given the peace 
process a push forward, 

Rahman said it is clear that 
without a US or European initia¬ 
tive the entire process would col¬ 
lapse.

UN Secretary-General Kofi 
Annan welcomed the govern¬ 
ment’s prospective endorsement 
of Security Council Resolution 
425 on withdrawal from Lebanon 
yesterday and stood ready to make 
sure die pullout is “implemented 
efficiently." However, he warned 
that there will be a need for “dis¬ 
cussions" and that this process 
“will take time." 

Annan is scheduled to meet 
Palestinian Authority Jerusalem 
Affairs Minister Faisal Husseini in 
Jerusalem today, but there is an 
argument as to where the meeting 
should take place. 

PA officials have insisted on 
Orient House in eastern Jerusalem, 
but Annan he preferred UN 
headquarters at Government 
House or the girls' school near 
Orient House so as to avoid 
embarrassing Israel. Foreign 
Ministry liaison personnel advised 
Annan’s entourage that a visit by 
Annan to Orient House would trig¬ 
ger an unpleasant diplomatic inci¬ 
dent. 

A final venue had still not been 
set as of midnight last night. 

Speaking at a joint news confer¬ 
ence with Prime Minister

Binyamin Netanyahu. Annan said 
a Lebanon deal “will not happen 
overnight.” Netanyahu encour¬ 
aged Annan's optimistic outlook 
by expressing the hope that his 
cabinet will formally approve 
Resolution 425 at a special session 
to be convened next Wednesday. 

"This will be the first time in 20 
years that the cabinet will adopt 
Resolutions 425 and 426," he went 
on, referring to the Security 
Council's call for the evacuation 
of Israeli forces from Lebanese 
territory and the follow-up outline 
of measures to be undertaken to 
assure security after departure. 

“We will remove the IDF in con¬ 
ditions of security," Netanyahu 
said. 

Annan's upbeat comments came 
towards the end of his first day 
here, during which he met 
President Ezer Weizman and con¬ 
ferred with Defense Minister 
Yitzhak Mordechai on the 425 ini¬ 
tiative. 

He said he was "encouraged by 
what I heard on this trip," imply¬ 
ing that his meetings with 
Lebanese and Syrian leaders con¬ 
firmed that the regional consensus 
is in favor of peace. “There is 
skepticism about peace." he said, 
“but there is hope. The respective 
governments have made a strate¬ 
gic choice for peace and their peo¬ 


ples want iL 1 will do whatever 1 
can to assist the process. I appeal 
to all the parties to move the peace 
process forward-" 

Netanyahu injected a note of 
political realism when he said: “I 
hope Syria won’t pose difficulties 
over the long run.'* On the other 
hand, he was confident about the 
Lebanese Army’s ability to take 
charge in southern Lebanon. 

Annan agreed unequivocally. 
"The Lebanese government is 
effective," he said, “and the 
Lebanese Army has been profes¬ 
sionalized and is doing well." 

Turning to the ongoing effort to 
make headway toward peace with 
the Palestinians, Netanyahu 
defended his government’s para¬ 
meters for the next pullback in the 
West Bank - generally believed to 
be between 9 percent and 10%. 

“We did not come up with a for¬ 
mula from midair." he said. “We 
built it from the ground up." 

He stressed the importance of 
retaining terrain vital to security 
and especially the safety of the set- 
tiers. This included retention of 
overland routes used "by 40,000 
schoolchildren daily," military 
installations, and strategic posi¬ 
tions. 

_ Annan recommended a softer 
approach to PA Chairman Yasser 
Arafat, who he said is coping with 
the security issue, but “too much 
pressure makes things difficult for 
him." 

“Peace reinforces security and 
security reinforces peace," he said. 

In a rejoinder, Netanyahu 
recalled the commitment made by 
the US in the Hebron Agreement, 
according to which Israel retained 
the exclusive right to determine 
prerequisites for its security. 
“Israel and Israel alone dictates its 
security needs," he said. 

Advocating direct negotiations 
and deploring the resort to media¬ 
tors, Netanyahu contended that the 
Palestinians should not expect oth¬ 
ers - the US or the UN - to solve 
their problems. He cited the posi¬ 
tive outcome of direct talks with 
Egypt and the Madrid conference 
as successful examples. “The UN 
can give us encouragement," he 
said, but it cannot be a substitute 
for direct talks. 

Asked about his successful 
defusing of the Iraqi crisis, Annan 
said the Iraqi leadership made a 
long-term agreement to cooperate 
with the LIN. He took satisfaction 
in saying that UN inspectors “have 
been* allowed , to go to places to 
which they had been denied access 
for the past seven years." 

Delighting Netanyahu, Annan 
said, 'The only agreement worth 
its salt is an agreement that is 
implemented, not one that exists 
only on paper." Netanyahu imme¬ 
diately applied it to the Oslo 
Accords.

Drinking three glasses of fresh 
orange or other citrus juice a day 
can help reduce the risk of devel¬ 
oping atherosclerosis - the clog¬ 
ging of arteries with fatty plaque, 
which can lead to heart disease or 
Stroke - according to a study con¬ 
ducted among students at a hesder 
yeshiva in Gush Etzion. 

The department of human nutri¬ 
tion and metabolism at the 
Hadassah-University Hospital in 
Jerusalem’s Ein Kerem, which pre¬ 
viously investigated the effects of 
the “Mediterranean diet” on dis¬ 
ease, carried out a three-month 
clinical study on freshly squeezed 
orange juice. The subjects were 36 
healthy male students, 18 to 23, at 
the Har Etzion Yeshiva in Alon 
Shvut who go on home leave only 
once a month and eat solely in the 
yeshiva cafeteria. 

The study, headed by Prof. Elliot 
Berry, was supported by a grant 
from die Israel Citrus Marketing 
Board, which provided a squeezing 
machine and the fruit, but Berry 


said his research was conducted 
without influence by the board. 

The findings, among the first in 
the world to show a clear effect of 
vitamin C on the levels of LDL 
(low-density lipoprotein, or “bad 
cholesterol"), was published in the 
February edition of the American 
Journal of Clinical Nutrition. 

The students, who were enthusi¬ 
astic about the experiment, were 
fed diets typical of the 
Mediterranean region, but half of 
them also drank three glasses of 
freshly squeezed orange juice a day 
and die other half didn't (the juice¬ 
drinking group continued their diet 
on their short home leaves.) This 
amount of juice is six times the rec¬ 
ommended daily allotment of vita¬ 
min C. None suffered any negative 
side effects. 

The juice-drinking group had 
three times more of the water-solu¬ 
ble vitamin in their bloodstream 
than the control group, whose diet 
contained only die recommended 
daily requirement of vitamin C. 
LDL particles in the juice-drinking 
group were significantly more sta¬ 


ble than those in die control group. 
When LDL breaks down, it tends 
to clump cm artery walls in a con¬ 
dition called atherosclerosis, wbich 
can lead to vessel narrowing, heart 
attacks, and stroke. 

Berry said that despite many 
studies on the role of vitamin C - 
an antioxidant - in slowing the 
development of cancer and other 
diseases, its function as a stabilizer 
of LDL and protection against 
heart disease has not been as well 
established as the protective role of 
vitamin E, another antioxidant that 
neutralizes oxygen free radicals. 
But the yeshiva study confirms it 
has this effect. 

Since only fresh orange juice was 
tested, Beny could not say for cer¬ 
tain whether frozen juice or recon¬ 
stituted juice - or, for that matter, 
vitamin C pills - would have the 
same effect Vitamin C is known to 
dissipate when exposed to oxygen 
in the air. But he was certain that 
other fresh citrus juices would have 
the same effect, as they are also 
rich in natural fiber, which may 
also have an effect

It was unclear when a forced 
evacuation would begin. The ten¬ 
ants were relatively confident that 
they would not be disturbed 
overnight, but would face their 
moment of truth early this morning.

Schroeder urges adherence to Oslo

The president of the upper house 
of Germany's Parliament. Gerhard 
Schroeder, expressed regret yes¬ 
terday that the Middle East peace 
process is “ailing” and called on 
Israel and the Palestinian 
Authority to “comply with the 
Oslo Accords." 

Schroeder, who also serves as 
prime minister of Lower Saxony 
and is the opposition Social- 
Democratic party's candidate for 
chancellor in September's national 
election, evidently declared that 
“people were hoping for a better 
life after Oslo.” 

However, be went on, “the peace 
dividend is not being paid,” 
describing this state of affairs as 
“deplorable.” The charismatic 
German politician who has been 
oatpacing incumbent Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl in several public 
opinion polls, defended his right 
to criticize Israel as something that 
“must be possible between part¬ 
ners.” 

Schroeder contended that criti¬ 
cism must not be interpreted as 
hostility towards Israel. 

He told the Israel Council on 
Fbreign Relations that Israel is the 
first country he has visited since 
becoming president of the 
Bundesrat (upper house). His 
topic was the economic benefits of 
peace. 

Because the peace process is at 
“a standstill,” he said, small and 


medium-sized companies are 
reluctant to invest in Israel and the 
PA. On the other hand, he said, 
peace would spawn economic 
growth and affluence, especially 
within the PA’s domain, would 
discourage extremism and vio¬ 
lence. 

He noted that Germany is 
Israel’s second-biggest trading 
partner after the US and (hat 32.1 
percent of Israel's exports go to 
the European Union. 

“We want to support Israel in the 
European Union,” he said, “but we 
are limited due to the EU's struc¬ 
ture. At the same time be recom¬ 
mended that “Israel should make it 
easier for us to give our backing 
by complying with the Oslo 
Accords.” 

At a meeting with Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, he 
was assured that Israel believes 
the EU can play can play an 
important role in the peace 
process, especially with regard to 
the multilateral talks. 

Netanyahu said that there has 
been an improvement in the 
Palestinians' economic situation 
as a result of an increase in the 
number of permits issued for work 
in Israel. 

At the bilateral leveL, the prime 
minister said it was essential for 
Israel and Germany to maintain 
good relations in all areas. He 
stressed the need to “deepen” the 
study of the Holocaust in 
Germany's younger generation.

Mevasseret not keen on joining capital

Eli Moyal, the head of the 
Mevasseret Zion Local Council, is 
fighting mad at the reported pro¬ 
posal to extend Jerusalem’s 
municipal boundaries westward to 
Lamm. He said yesterday that 
Mayor Ehud Olmert will not suc¬ 
ceed with the plan. 

“The citizens of Mevasseret are 
opposed to the idea of annexa¬ 
tion,” he said. "There’s no way that 
we’ll allow a law extending 
Jerusalem's boundaries at the 
expense of Mevasseret, Abu Gosh, 
and Kiryat Telstone like that to be 
placed on the Knesset agenda and 
passed, a law. What we have to do 
is to demonstrate to [Olmert] that 
he's not going to get the law 
passed. We have to go fee MKs 
and tell them not to vote for it." 

Moyal said the canvassing of 
MKs for support has already 
begun, wife positive results. 

“There are two government min¬ 
isters who live in Mevasseret - 
Tzahi Hanegbi and Yitzhak 
Mordechai - and well activate 
Ran Cohen and all those willing to 
help. Those to whom we’ve started 
talking have already expressed 
willingness to help us.” 

The new plan, which in essence 
has been floated before over fee 
years, was first reported on 
Channel 2 on Monday night. It 
involves a concerted effort 


between Olmert and the Prime 
Minister's Office to arrange for 
proposing a biD in the Knesset on 
Yom Ha'atzma’ut to annex periph¬ 
eral areas to Jerusalem as part of 
fee 50th anniversary celebrations. 

According to the plan, the afore¬ 
mentioned communities, as well as 
Kiryat Ye’arim, Tzur Hadassah, 
and others would be inducted in 
the Jerusalem Municipality to fur¬ 
ther strengthen Israel’s claim to die 
dry. 

City Councilwoman Anat 
Hoffman (Meretz) said the idea 
offers little to the residents of 
Mevasseret 

“Jerusalem certainly has some¬ 
thing to gain from moving to the 
west but usually deals succeed 
when both sides have something to 
gain,” Hoffman said. “Mevasseret 
has a wonderful school system; 
they’ve established a very nice 
understanding between the 
Orthodox, Reform, and 
Conservative communities; there 
is much less violence, much less 
conflict I really don’t see why 
they would want to become a sub¬ 
urb of an already overwhelming 
city. From their point of view, it’s a 
really bad idea.” 

Olmert defended the idea, say¬ 
ing; “There’s no use in having a 
chain of local councils when you 
can subordinate them under one 
Jerusalem authority.” 

Liat Collins adds: 


Environmentalists also object to 
the plan, saying it threatens the 
nature of Jerusalem and the future 
of fee rapidly decreasing green 
areas in fee center of fee country. 

The Society for the Protection of 
Nature in Israel, other green 
groups, and local residents said 
yesterday they would do all legally 
possible to thwart the plan. 

The city is already fee size of 
greater Paris and twice the size of 
Tel Aviv, said fee SPNl's Avraham 
Shaked, “and it has not fully used 
fee development potential in the 
city itself, not to mention the new 
areas annexed to it under the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Kubersky 
Committee in 1993, which include 
15,000 dunams of green land in the 
Judean Hills.” 

He said fee annexation of more 
land and communities in the 
Judean Hills will lead to the devel¬ 
opment of a continuous urban 
strip, turning the area into a dense 
urban bloc reaching out to Beit 
Shemesh, Modi’in, and eventually 
the Tel Aviv area, destroying natur¬ 
al assets, landscape, and sites of 
historic and cultural importance. 

Shaked said Jerusalem’s prob¬ 
lems stem from poor management 
and a “policy of no-planning, 
ignoring professional recommen¬ 
dations and master plans because 
of the continuous pressures of 
entrepreneurs and real-estate 
wheeler-dealers.”

Police said they face a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 20 years in 
prison. 

The arrests were made after a 
unit was assigned to stake out fee 
Zahaia area, believed the arson¬ 
ists’ favorite playground, after a 
spate of tree arsons in recent 
weeks, which have felled more 
than 100 palm trees. Some of fee 
fires spread to nearby residential 
buildings. 

“The leader of fee group is a 
pyro maniac who derives sexual 
gratification and reaches an 
orgasm when the palm tree goes 
up in flames,” Brig-Gen. Avi Aviv 


of fee Dan investigation squad 
said yesterday after the arrests 
were announced. 

‘‘It’s the combination of fee 
dark, drops of rain and the sparks 
flying off fee burning palm trees 
that aroused him sexually,” he 
added. 

“The other two are just hangers 
on.

GSS arrests 
of murderin 



A former IDF Hacker, Ibrahim 
Gadir, 27. of HaJajf-Tivon, was 
charged yesterday in Haifa 
District Court with espionage, 
theft, and the illegal possession 
and sale of arms. 

According io the charge sheet, 
early last month Gadir contacted 
Yihye Kadous, an official with 
Palestinian Preventive Security in 
Nablus, who had expressed an 
interest in obtaining machine guns, 
shoulder-fired missiles which 
could shoot down helicopters, and 
other weapons and ammunition. 

On the night of February 6, 
Gadir and Salameh Ouda, of 
Houara, near Nablus, met at the 
Tbibe checkpoint and traveled to 
an IDF post near Rosh Hanikra. 

Gadir, wearing an insulated 
IDF jumpsuit and a fatigue cap. — 
winter clothing typically worn by 
soldiers serving in the area, - pre¬ 
sented himself to sentries at the 
gate, told them he was a soldier 
serving in the area and that his 
jeep was snick in the sand nearby. 

He said he needed a heavily 
armed command car, used for bor¬ 
der patrols, to extricate it. 

He was admitted into die base, 
and proceeded to fake a telephone 
conversation with the battalion 
transport officer, after which he 


told the sentries his use of the com¬ 
mand car had been authorized. He 
then took the command car, which 
was equipped with three heavy 
machine guns, a 52 mm. mortar, 
ammunition, and other equipment, 
some of which was classified, and 
drove off the base. 

Somewhere outside the base, he 
picked up Ouda and they drove to a 
spot along the border where they 
stripped the command car of its 
weapons, ammunition, and other 
equipment, including som? of the 
classified material, and loaded imo 
their vehicle, which they then drove 
to Nablus, where they proceeded to 
sell the stolen weaponry and equip¬ 
ment to Kadous for NTS 9,000 and 
“very many” Jordanian dinars. 

The espionage charge relates to 
the classified equipment from the 
command car which was sold to a 
Palestinian Authority intelligence 
agency. 

Gadir has also been charged 
with helping with the theft of 
heavy equipment from a construc¬ 
tion site while serving as a super¬ 
visor for a private security firm, 
and with involvement in the theft 
of medicines from a pharmacy in 
Kiryat Tivon. 

Both crimes were committed 
last month.

Goldbrum said be has worked 
on getting the Military Police 
berets of its own color for over 
six years, until finally getting 
the approval from Chief of 
General Staff LL-Gen. Amnon 
Lipkin-Sbahak.

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Interrogations over,

The end of a year-long judicial 
marathon, which may well go 
down in Israel’s history as "a 
Russian mafia trial," has stirred 
much commentary in the Russian- 
language press. 

A Novosti Nedeli editorial 
stressed that “this judicial agree¬ 
ment between prosecutors and the 
defendant was advantageous 
mainly to the prosecution, which 
was accused of using 
[GregoryJLemer, [Zvi Ben-Ari], 
only to prove the “existence of a 
Russian mafia." 

Now, after Ben-Ari, "everybody 
who even last week cried that 
Lemer is a modern-day Dreyfus 
should bile their tongues. Now in 
Jerusalem a trial has begun against 
an Israeli citizen who confessed to 
having committed crimes. It is not 
a trial against the Russian commu¬ 
nity." 

Pointing out that Ben-Ari con¬ 
fessed to 13 counts of financial 
crimes and fraud, estimated at $50 
million. Efraim Ganor said in 
Nasha Strana that Lemer is no 
angel, but that such criminals 
"have already existed in Israel 
under the epithet of •white-collar’ 
criminals," yet they were not kept 
in a maximum security cell like

Peace for Generations 
vs. Peace Now 

Referring to Nahum Bamea’s 
article in Vedior Aharonot, that 
there are more right-wingers than 
leftists among Israelis. Sofia Ron 
wrote in Vesti that there is a 


strange configuration on the 
Israeli political map. 

She said that “the people are on 
the Right, but the sources of 
financing are on the Left; there¬ 
fore there is a lot of room for 
Left and non-partisan move¬ 
ments, such as Dor Shalom and 
Peace Now, whereas right-wing 
movements have to struggle to 
exist." 

The movement Peace for 
Generations arose in 1994 in reac¬ 
tion to the Oslo Agreements. Its 
leader, British-bom Daniel Yosef, 
of Tekoa. says, “We would like to 
promise peace with the 
Palestinians, but to have peace, 
you need two sides." 

Movement activists collected 
many segments from Palestinian 
TV educational programs which 
proclaim “we will return to Jaffa 
and Lod." 

In a series of such programs 
aimed at schoolchildren, the main 
subject is the liberation of ail 
Palestine. 

They praise suicide bombers 
and encourage viewers to follow 
their example. Ron cited many 


such sample statements, like 
“Holy martyrs, we don’t say 
good-bye; we'll meet in par¬ 
adise." 

A video with the most recent 
program was shown to a special 
US Senate committee, which is 
planning to demand that 
Washington stop financing PA 
television. 

But in their own country. Peace 
for Generations can’t counterbal¬ 
ance Peace Now. 

The Israeli media sympathizes 
with the latter, publishing in detail 
many of its activities. Peace for 
Generations, according to Ron, 
has no access to Channel 1. 

Ron concludes that “In Israel, 
children are taught about peace 
and concessions. Any other 
approach is considered politically 
incorrect. Whereas on PA educa¬ 
tional TV. one can hear appeals to 
kill Jews." 

He adds that "Peace for 
Generations is trying to respond 
to a wide public consensus 
behind the peace process, which 
is based on conceding to Arab 
demands."

Hendel petitions court against Oz Israel Prize 

MK Zvi Hendel (NRP) has petitioned the High Court of Justice 
to order the education minister to withdraw the Israel Prize for 
Literature from Amos Oz. Hende] says that Oz is not worthy of 
the prize since he cast a slur on the settlers in an article written 
during the intifada.

Airlines concerned about ‘2000 bug 1

Itzik slams 
soft treatment 
of hackers

The Knesset, which in 1995 
passed a law setting a prison sen¬ 
tence for computer crimes, did not 
file a police complaint when its 
own Internet site was “hacked 
into” and changed a few weeks 
ago. Knesset Science and 
Technology Committee chairman 
MK Dalia Itzik, who learned this 
yesterday at a session on break-ins 
to computer systems via the 
Internet, said it illustrated the mis¬ 
taken ami forgiving view of Israeli 
society towards hackers. 

The Knesset Interact department 
consulted with die legal adviser as 
to whether a complaint should be 
filed'over die recent break-in - in 
which the backer identified £zer 
Weizman as “the best president 
Israel ever had,” but he ruled 
against it 

Breaking into computer systems 
just for “fun" or for the “chal¬ 
lenge" of it or to vandalize Web 
sites or profit from this is a crime 
just like breaking into a bank, said 
Itzik, whose opinion was echoed 
by many participants in the ses¬ 
sion. The meeting was observed 
by a few dozen teenagers, includ¬ 
ing computer expert Barak Raz, 
19, who was invited to present bis 
proposal for fighting computer 
crimes. 

Raz, a Civil Guard volunteer 
about to join the army, urged the 
establishment of a “civil guard 
against computer crimes” com¬ 
prised of volunteers who pass 
security clearance and monitor 


hackers’ activities. These could 
include computer engineers, soft¬ 
ware technicians, systemsj?pera“ 
tors and young computer “freaks 
who know what they’re doing. 
Such a patrol would deter many 
hackers, as if caught, they could 
be prosecuted under the Computer 
Law, he said; the volunteers could 
also do intelligence work. 

Israel Police investigations chief 
Cmdii Yossi Sitbon and the com¬ 
puter crimes investigation depart¬ 
ment head Gb--Su.pt. Meir Zohar; 
who said they would look into this 
possibility, reported that only 35 
official complaints regarding com¬ 
puter crimes had been filed during 
the last two years. ' 

Thnncnbaunr had been due to 
appear before the committee, but 
Sitbon said that since the teenager 
was currently uniter investigation 
and completely isolated at home, 
the police decided it would “not be 
proper” for him to go to the 
Knesset Others in the audience 
suggested that having 
Tannenbaum there would give him 
the spotlight and glamorize his 
crime, as it would if a wife beater 
were invited to the Knesset to dis¬ 
cuss the problem of family vio¬ 
lence. 

The Israel Police has in recent 
years trained dozens of computer 
experts and purchased special 
equipment to try to deal with this 
new type of white-collar crime. 
Nevertheless, not a smgjle Israeli 
hacker or other computer criminal 
has been put into jail or punished 
since the law took effect.

The MKs who partic¬ 
ipated in the most votes were Ruby 
Rivlin (Likud), Benny Eton 
(Moledet), Nisstm Dahan (Shas),

MKs yesterday prevented the 
Knesset House Committee from 
endorsing the measure, immediate¬ 
ly after it was submitted by the 
government which.would have 
enabled it to come up for all three 
readings before the Knesset recess¬ 
es.

MK Haggai Merom (Labor) said 
the stand is to protest the way the 
government has not invited the 
opposition to fully participate in 
official state events. “If half the 
country is not included, there will 
not be a two-day Independence 
Day,” he said. 

The bill is expected to pass 
despite these threats, because of the 
coalition majority. 

Laying out education plans 
Education Minister Yitzhak 
Levy outlined his plans for the 
nations schools before the 
Knesset Education Committee 
yesterday.

At a meeting yesterday of the 
Knesset Committee on Foreign 
Workers, Hanna Zohar of a work¬ 
ers’ rights group called Kov 
Le’Oved presented figures which 
painted a depressing picture of 
exploitation. Zohar discussed die 
wages of Romanian worker 
Samion Sando. His gross salary 
through the ’Terfect” personnel 
agency was NIS 6,039 a month, but 
after a series of deductions for var¬ 
ious fees, ended up with only NIS 
1,502. 

Labor and Social Affairs 
Minister Eli Suissa said his min¬ 
istry is in contact with die attorney 
general’s office with the aim of * 
doubling the fine for employers of 
□legal workers to NIS 100,000. 

AIDS prostitute 
The oldest AIDS-canying prosti¬ 
tute is giving up the world’s oldest 
profession at age 75 years to move 
into an old age home in Tiberias. 
The woman worked without taking 
protective measures, in Tel Aviv’s 
Rehov Alien by area. Following the 
intervention of the Knesset Public 
Complaints Committee, chaired by 
Rafi Elul (Labor),. the Health 
Ministry has promised to house her 
and treat her in the senior citizens 
home. Her story was revealed at a 
committee meeting yesterday 
about HIV-positive prostitutes. ' 
There is apparently a lack of cur¬ 
rent data about how many prosti¬ 
tutes are AIDS carriers. The most 
recent survey was taken in 1991 
and it found that eight out of 200 
prostitutes (including males), were 
HIV-positive. 


Ethiopian ohm in West Rank 
Immigration and Absorption 
Minister Yuli Edelstein yesterday 
praised the. absorption efforts of 
settlements across the Green Line 
which have taken in Ethiopian 
immigrants. 

He said that only 120 families 
have been moved to places like 
Qfra and Kerin inim out of approxi- 
mately s 1 *50& femUies- who -are 
meantto move- there.

Visit to Syria 

MK Azmi Bashara has refused to 
be questioned by toe police about 
his visit to Syria in December. 
Bashara traveled without toe per¬ 
mission of die Interior Ministry 
required for journeys to “enemy 
states." The police have asked 
Knesset Speaker Dan Uchon about 
questioning Bashara but he said he 
will not be questioned of his own 
free will and that the police would 
have to ask that his parliamentary 
immunity be lifted. 

“My trip to Syria was exaedy toe 
type of political activity for which 
parliamentary immunity exists,” 
Bashara said. “The investigation 
seems to be a political one aimed at 
deterring me and others from these 
steps. I don't know why the gov¬ 
ernment is afraid of my visit to 
Syria.” 

Goldstein memorial 
The Knesset Interior Committee 
yesterday decided to forward for 
second and third reading the bill 
by MK Ran Cohen (Meretz) ban¬ 
ning the building of monuments to 
terrorists. The bill was motivated 
by the memorial site at Baruch 
Goldstein’s grave but also applies 
to Arab terrorists. 

It was agreed in the committee 
that although Goldstein’s grave in 
Kiryat j^ba cannot be moved 
because it is halachically not per¬ 
mitted to exhume toe body for 
this, all the trappings of a memor¬ 
ial ate there should be removed.

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Comptroller finds irregularities with TEC

The Israel Electric -Corporation 
undertook in 1992 to reorganize 
its equipment department but 
failed to do so by mid-1997, the 
State Comptroller said. 

The report on EEC activities 
found irregularities with the 
department, with regard to sever¬ 
ance pay to senior workers and 
the hiring of an advisor on con¬ 
tract. 

The corporation continued to 
buy equipment at unnecessarily 


high prices from veteran suppliers 
because it did not put out tenders 
as often as - required by law. 
Meanwhile, prices were dropping 
arid considerable sums could have 
been saved, the report says. 

The EEC also did not bother to 
try to lower prices quoted by con¬ 
tractors after giving them more 
work, the report says. There were 
big differences in tbe sums paid 
for similar work in different parts 
of tbe country, it adds. 

Moreover, die XEC gave sever¬ 
ance pay to eight senior workers 


who retired before 65, going 
beyond what was permitted. In 
five cases, tbe payments were 
attributed to a need for reorgani¬ 
zation, although no reorganization 
took place, tbe report adds. 

Two workers who left voluntar¬ 
ily before retirement age also 
received enlarged severance pay¬ 
ments. Three employees obtained 
special grants for which no reason 
was stated.

Germany 
issues arrest 
warrant for 
Smyrek

A court in Hannover, Germany 
has issued an arrest warrant for 
Stefan Josef Smyrek, a tourist 
arrested at Ben-Gurion Airport 
in November on suspicion of 
being sent by Hizbullah to plan 
or cany out a suicide attack. 

Smyrek’s lawyer, Dan Assan, 
said in Tel Aviv District Court 
yesterday that the public prose¬ 
cutor in Hannover also 
announced plans two days ago 
to prepare a request to have 
Smyrek extradited. 

Tbe statemeht from Hannover 
Magistrate’s Court that a war¬ 
rant was issued for Smyrek’s 
arrest on March 19 accusing him 
of intending to cany out a ter¬ 
rorist attack here. It said that the 
public prosecutor in Hannover 
intends to ask the German 
authorities to compile an extra¬ 
dition request. 

Smyrek, 26, from Braun¬ 
schweig, was arrested at Ben- 
Gurion Airport on November 28, 
after having arrived from 
Amsterdam. 

He was indicted on December 
25 on charges of conspiring with 
an enemy to carry out an attack, 
attempting to harm security, and 
membership in a terrorist group. - 
A three-judge panel in the Tel 
Aviv court, headed by Judge 
Amnon Strashnov, granted a 
request-by Assan to delay the 
Stan of the trial until the first 
week in May, to give German 
authorities sufficient time to file 
an extradition request and for 
Israel to respond. 

Tel Aviv Prosecutor Dvorah 
Chen objected to the delay argu¬ 
ing that the request is based on a 
press release and thar extradition 
is a lengthy process. 

It was also the third time that 
the trial has been postponed. 

Assan, a member of various 
Israel-German organizations, 
said he thinks extraditing 
Smyrek would be in the best 
interests of both nations.

then bv the silly Victorians’ 
impulse to save and civilize them, 
while exploiting them. 

The ideas live on in new muta¬ 
tions. Northerners were first 
shocked by the Africans' lack of

different paths than 
those in Europe for 
untold millennia. Just 
cover those lascivious 
female bosoms and do 
things the decent 
Christian way!

team. 

“The next day Yeltsin seemed 
just a man fulfilling all flat Boris 
Abramovich Berezovsky told him 
the other night,” Moskovsky 
Komsomolets said.

UK government plays down Iraq anthrax scare

LONDON (Reuters) - The 
government told Britons not to 
panic yesterday after it con- 
finned intelligence warnings of a 
possible Iraqi anthrax attack but 
stressed there was no imminent 
or specific threat towards Britain. 

“It is right to take sensible 
measures. But it is unnecessary 
to be alarmist.” Home Secretary 
Jack Straw told parliament 

Straw said a number of coun¬ 
tries had received information 
about possible Iraqi threats to 
smuggle anthrax - a deadly poi¬ 
son which Baghdad is known to 
have produced. 

“But our information is that 
there is no specific threat to the 
UK. There is no evidence to indi¬ 
cate that any attempt has actually 
been made to smuggle anthrax 
into this country. Tbere is also no 
evidence feat such an attempt at 
smuggling might be in prospect,” 
he said. • . , ; 

Iraq yesterday denied it 
planned to send anthrax 10 
Britain, with a spokesman dis¬ 
missing fee reports as “silly and 


baseless.” A spokesman for 
Prime Minister Tbny Blair said 
that “in an ideal world” fee 
information would not have been 
made public. 

“It’s not fee first time we have 
heard this sort of thing " he said. 

The government confirmed late 
cm Monday it had placed its ports 
on alert for Iraqi chemical 
weapons after intelligence 
sources warned of a plot to 
smuggle anthrax in duty-free bot¬ 
tles of perfume and alcohol. 

News of the alert was broken 
by The Sun tabloid paper, which 
said one teaspoonful of anthrax 
could wipe out 100 million peo¬ 
ple. 

The Sun said Saddam planned 
to target “hostile countries” 
including the United States and 
other NATO members as revenge 
for any military strikes. 

The United States and Britain 
pulled back from threatened 
strikes against Baghdad in 
January after an agreement to 
grant UN arms inspectors unfet¬ 
tered access to sites in Iraq sus¬ 
pected of producing weapons of 
mass' destruction like anthrax. 


Straw reassured fee House of 
Commons feat Britain had the 
means to deal swiftly wife the 
consequences of terrorism, 
including chemical and biologi¬ 
cal threats. 

He revealed that Britain was 
currently hosting a European 
Union seminar of experts on 
chemical and biological terror¬ 
ism. 

The all-ports warning advised 


officials to be on alert for any¬ 
thing 'that could contain the 
anthrax virus. . 

“Iraq may launch chemical and 
biological attack using material 
disguised as harmless fluids. 
Could officers therefore be alert 
for any items which might con¬ 
tain harmful substances,” the 
Home Office warning said. 

“Attention should be given to 
containers of any size containing 


liquids with specific characteris¬ 
tics,” it said. 

While taking the threat serious¬ 
ly, British officials have always 


assumed that Saddam would not 
risk using chemical or biological 
weapons against the West for fear 
of massive retaliation.

LONDON - The Empire came 
home to Britain on a cold June 
morning in 1948. Docking in 
London, the S.S. Empire 
Windrush delivered 500 passen¬ 
gers from Jamaica, black men in 
suits carrying British passports 
and hungry for wailing jobs. For 
the First lime, large numbers of 
people who weren’t white had 
arrived to live and work among 
the British at home. 

Fast forward to 199S. The 
Royal Navy, for centuries the 
guarantor of an empire on which 
the sun never sei. is conferring 
with friendly navies of Turkey 
and Pakistan: How do they adapt 
uniforms to permit use of 
Muslim head scarves by female 
officers? 

in half a century, the face, taste, 
rexture and self-perception of 
Britain have changed strikingly 
and irreversibly with the oft- 
troubled rise of a multiethnic 
society. Following blacks from 
the Caribbean came Africans, 
displaced Indians from East 
Africa and Asian immigrants 
from India, Pakistan and 
Bangladesh. 

Now Britain is taking a hard 
new look at its new-look society. 

Government, public institutions, 
businesses and everyday people 
are trying, often belatedly, to catch 


up with breathtaking change. 

Jarring incidents and dissenting 
voices provide a counterpoint to 
multiracial growth. But from 
Parliament to city streets, adapt¬ 
ing to dazzling multiethnic reali¬ 
ty has become a key priority for 
Britain. 

The reasons are manifest: 50 
years after Windrush, more than 
half a million blacks live in 
London. And across an officially 
Protestant country, there are 
mosques in every major city and 
as many Moslems, 1.3 million, as 
there are Methodists. 

“The situation is clearly better 
than even five years ago. We are 
working hard to maintain that 
streak of goodwill within soci¬ 
ety.” says Herman Ouseley, 
chairman of the government's 
Commission for Racial Equality. 
“We are on the right track, but 
momentum is important. There 
are still high levels of unemploy¬ 
ment, racism, prejudice. Despite 
greater sensitivities, some people 
are not prepared to accept a 
multi-racial society." 

Today, one Londoner in five'is 
a member of an ethnic minority. 


Simon de Banya, a British-bom 
son of African parents. 

"In America, racism is overt. 
You know how to deal with it 
you can be belter prepared. Here 
it is very covert, but very 'institu¬ 
tionalized," says de Banya, who 
lived for several years in New 
York and who now heads the 
1990 Trust a black think tank. 
“The official line is that this is a 
multicultural country, but I think 
blacks are more tolerated than 
they are integrated." 

Still, racism that might once 
have gone unchecked increasing¬ 
ly finds its way into courtrooms 
and onto front pages. This 
month, a new inquiry opened into 
the 1994 killing in London of 
black teenager Stephen 
Lawrence. Five white youths 
have been publicly accused but 
never tried. The Lawrence case, 
which police were shown to have 
investigated poorly, has become 
a symbol of racism - and of the 
need for redress. 

Tf racism remains a fact of daily 
life, and poverty and unemploy¬ 
ment shadow ethnic communi¬ 
ties, new Britain is also home to 


mixed parentage is rising sharply, 
according to the racial equality 
commission.

The civil service 
and the professions are changing 
as well: Asian students already 
make up 50% of the student body 
at some medical schools.

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Yeltsin’s surprise 


R ussian President Boris Yeltsin did not get 
to where he is by being cautious. 
Thought to be near death boih physically 
and politically. Yeltsin has surprised even those 
who have come to expect sutprises from the 
mercurial leader. The summary dismissal of the 
entire cabinet, including Prime Minister Viktor 
Chernomyrdin, shows that Yeltsin is still the 
boss, but not whether Russia's democratic evo¬ 
lution will be helped or hindered. 

When Mikhail Gorbachev was the toast of the 
West and glasnost became a household word, 
Boris Yeltsin was widely dismissed as a charm¬ 
ing buffoon. 

Yet it was Yeltsin, a life-long communist 
bureaucraL who dramatically quit the party and 
transformed himself into the leader of Russia's 
radical reformers, and was elected Russia’s first 
post-communist president 
On his climb to the top. Yeltsin developed a 
pattern of overcoming obstacles, not by slowing 
down, but by stepping on the gas. In his first 
two years in office, Yeltsin fired two prime min¬ 
isters. Ivan Silayev and Yegor Gaidar, before 
settling on Viktor Chernomyrdin in 1992. 

Chernomyrdin, as former head of the Soviet 
energy conglomerate Gazprom, represented a 
bridge between the huge remnants of the over- 
concentrated Soviet economy, and the young 
reformers seeking to break things up. 

Chernomyrdin’s tenure marked a period of 
slow but steady reform. Yeltsin and his prime 
minister both rode astride the tension between 
the oligarchs and the reformers, not letting 
either get their way completely. As a result, 
Russia has become something like the Wild 
West where the rush is on not so much for gold 
as for the heights of the chaotic economy. 

Along the way, the millions of people who still 
depend on the government and its companies 
have not seen the benefits of reforms, and many 
are not even receiving their wages. Yeltsin may 
have decided to fire the cabinet in order to pre¬ 
empt a no-confidence motion from the commu¬ 
nist and nationalist-dominated parliament This 
same parliament, of course, must confirm 
Yeltsin’s choice for prime minister, thereby mak¬ 
ing it unlikely that Yeltsin will be able to appoint 
an outspoken reformer to the posL 
It is unclear, in fact, where the reformers stand 
in the wake of Chernomyrdin's ouster. The two 
ministers considered to favor the most aggres¬ 
sive economic reforms are IFirst Deputy Prime 
Minister Boris Nemtsov and First Deputy Prime 
Minister and Finance Minister Anatoly 
Chubais, both of whom were recently demoted 
by Yeltsin. But Yeltsin’s choice as acting prime 


minister was Sergei Kirienko, the 35-year-old 
minister of energy who is also considered an 
ally of Nemtsov. 

Yeltsin is clearly trying to signal to the inter¬ 
national community that the mass sacking of the 
cabinet is not an end to reforms. Most observers 
believe that Yeltsin will try to continue the bal¬ 
ancing act between oligarchs and reformers that 
characterized the Chernomyrdin years, but with 
a somehow revitalized cabinet. There is, how¬ 
ever, an outside chance that the reported tapping 
of Kirienko to present a new cabinet signals that 
Yeltsin is abandoning the “balanced” approach, 
in favor of administering the sometimes painful 
medicine of reform more quickly. 

There is a limit, however, to how much such 
modern-day Kremlinology is really predicative. 
As important as it is. the significance of the 
Russian central government, in whatever con¬ 
figuration. tends to be exaggerated. Even the 
most reformist government cannor change the 
fact that 70 years of communism all but 
destroyed certain social mores that are taken for 
granted in the West: a basic respect for the rule 
of law and for the idea that the government 
exists to serve the people. These ideals are cer¬ 
tainly not observed perfectly anywhere, but the 
task of building them from scratch after genera¬ 
tions learned to live with the opposite should 
not be underestimated. 

The difficulties facing any Russian govern¬ 
ment should be kept in mind when facing the 
current problem of Russian missile technology 
flowing to Iran. 

So far, both Israel and the United States do not 
believe that Russia is making “100 percent” 
effort to deal with the problem. But even if the 
government were making such an effort, this 
would only go as far as the writ of the govern¬ 
ment does generally, which may not be far 
enough. 

The fact that world leaders reacted with a cer¬ 
tain detachment toward the cabinet shakeup is 
testimony to both t|ie stability and instability of 
the Russian situation. : On the; one hand,, most 
observers believe tiiaL regardless of the legisla¬ 
tive power of the communists, communism can¬ 
not be reconstructed and a muddled reform 
process will continue. On the other hand, these 
same observers should realize that whatever 
progress has been achieved is fragile and can 
fall apart in the blink of an eye. 

Israel, which has benefited from the Russian 
export of people and is, at the same time, 
endangered by its export of weapons technolo¬ 
gy, must watch developments closely and with¬ 
out illusions.

EU DISREGARD 


Sir. - During his visit to Israel, 
the British foreign secretary 
missed no occasion to stress that 
the approach of the European 
Union to the problems of our 
region “was grounded firmly in 
the Oslo Acconls." In view of his 
deplorable behavior, it seems only 
appropriate to remind him that, at 
least as far as economic issues ore 
concerned, the EU conducts its 
policy with flagrant disregard for 
these accords. 

Last year, the EU signed a free- 
trade area agreement with the PLO 
ton behalf of the Palestinian 
Authority) in dear contravention 
of the relevant Oslo Accords, 
namely thuse signed at Paris 
t April 19. 1994) and at 

Washington (September 2S. 
1995#. Both of them stipulate tin 
Article IX) that the PLO may sign 
economic agreements only if 
specifically provided for in these 
two accords. Even a diligent 
perusal by Mr. Cook of these doc¬ 


uments could not enable him to 
claim that such a free-trade area 
agreement was anywhere specifi¬ 
cally mentioned therein. 

In other words, where the eco¬ 
nomic interests of the EU are at 
stake, neither Britain nor her 
European partners show the slight¬ 
est compunction when signing an 
agreement with the PLO, which 
clearly violates the Oslo Accords. 
Moreover, not only does this free- 
trade area agreement run counter 
to the basic economic principle 
laid dow'n in the Oslo Acconls. 
namely the free movement of 
goods etc. between Israel and the 
Palestinian territories in both 
directions; it clearly infringes the 
rules of the WTO - Lhe World 
Trade Organization. But that, as 
they say. is another matter.

The real problem 


P resident Clinton doesn’t 
need to make an official 
announcement of the 
American bridging proposal 
between the positions of Israel 
and the Palestinian Authority on 
an IDF withdrawal in Judea and 
Samaria. 

The damage has already been 
done: The Palestinians already 
know the Clinton administration's 
position, and they see it as a kind 
of certificate of exemption from 
direct bilateral negotiation with 
Israel. 

The Syrians are using the same 
technique. In the past Assad was 
asked a hypothetical question by 
the American secretary of state: 
Assuming that Israel agrees to 
withdraw to the June 4,1967, bor¬ 
ders, will Syria be willing to 
promise certain security arrange¬ 
ments, or a gradual withdrawal, in 
return? 

Assad didn't agree to these con¬ 
ditions, but now he is asking for 
Israeli agreement to total with¬ 
drawal, on the basis of the condi¬ 
tions in the hypothetical question, 
as the starting point for the 
resumption of the talks. This 
demand blocks the resumption of 
negotiations with Damascus, and 
even interferes with a settlement 
in Lebanon. 

Although the government has 
focused its claims on the question 
- of the 4% gap between its propos¬ 
al and the US proposal, this 
emphasis is mistaken. The real 
problem is something else: creat¬ 
ing a precedent that is liable to 
destroy the doctrine of direct 
bilateral negotiation which has 
been at the root of Israel’s foreign 
policy for half a century. 

True, the American document 
proposes that during the 12 weeks 
of the withdrawal negotiations 
between the two sides on the per¬ 
manent settlement should resume, 
but what negotiations can succeed 
alter Arafat has made up his mind 
that he doesn't have to make any 
compromise with Israel?

All he has to do is dig in, refuse 
to meet the prime minister of 
Israel, and create an atmosphere 
of imminent eruption. Thai die 
Americans will make a proposal 
of their own, assuming that Israel 
won’t be able to refuse it without 
aiming into conflict with the US. 

Dennis Ross, who authored die 
document, composed a similar 
clause in January 1997 in a docu¬ 
ment used as the basis for the 
Hebron Agreement. In it, too, die 
PA committed to stop all acts of 
incitement and provocation 
against Israel. And what happened 
then? 

Not only did Arafat's Fatah 
organization arrange demonstra¬ 
tions including the bunting of 
Israeli flags, but even the official 
Palestinian representative at die 
UN agencies in Geneva submitted 
protests against Israel which led to 
rioting in the Palestinian streets. 

One of die allegations was that 
Israel had infected 300 Palestinian 
children with AIDS. Under pres¬ 
sure from the chairman of the UN 
Commission on Human Rights, 
Palestinian representative Nabil 
Ramlawi was compelled to apolo¬ 
gize and withdraw his complaints, 
but the apology wasn’t reported in. 
the Arab and Palestinjan^mss. !: 

Now Ross is reviyjgg-tEe com-- 
moment to prevent incitement, 
and has added an operative clause: 
“The Palestinian Authority and 
Israel will establish a joint com¬ 
mittee to investigate cases of 
incitement” 

Another promise, another com¬ 
mittee. 

TO be sure, the American docu¬ 
ment is better for Israel than the 
document prepared by the 
European Union. I would not rule 
out the possibility that the 
Americans asked Britain to put 
forward extreme demands on 
Israel, including stopping con¬ 


struction in Jerusalem ami pre¬ 
venting the expansion of settle¬ 
ments, in order to draw attention 
to die fact that die US isn't pres¬ 
suring Israel on such sensitive 
issues as Jerusalem and the settle¬ 
ments. 

But let us not forget that what 
we have seen is only a draft The 
Americans may add requirements 
and clarifications to one side or 
the other, beyond what appears in 
the bridging proposaL These may 
include a sudden American clarifi¬ 
cation on the settlements, or per¬ 
haps on construction in Jerusalem. 

The extent of the IDF withdraw¬ 
al in Judea and Samaria, in other 
words the gap between die per¬ 
centage suggested by the govern¬ 
ment and that suggested by the 
Americans, win not bring down 
the govemmenL 

Chi the other hand, if the prime 
minister can’t promise that -the 
Americans won’t sneak in harsh 
conditions to their bridging pro¬ 
posal on settlements or construc¬ 
tion in the capital, then his gov¬ 
ernment will fall. An American 
promise to the Palestinians on 
limitations to the expansion of the 
settlements would also cause a 
shock to the political establish¬ 
ment which would bring the nego¬ 
tiations to a standstill until after 
next Knesset elections- . 

.! J iam-igreatty' cobcemed a£ the 
prospect of such an incatoious 
step by the Americans, because of 
the message that the president of 
Iran sent to Clinton via Arafat 
The US is looking for a way to 
appease Iran, and Hatami has pre¬ 
pared tiie bait: Iran is willing to 
stop its support of Palestinian ter¬ 
rorist organizations if the US 
agrees to Arafat's demands. 

In his own subtle phrasing: Iran 
will accept a settlement agreeable 
to the Palestinians. This statement 
from Iran poses a new challenge 
to Israel.

Wrong end of the stick

B elatedly - as usual - the 
Israeli financial sector is wak¬ 
ing up to the fret that when 
Bank of Israel Governor Jacob 
Frenkd said that he would make the 
shekel a folly-convertible currency 
by May 1998. he meant just thaL 
As a result, there is now a flurry 
of activity, and rather more than a 
flurry of worry, verging on panic, 
regarding the impact of the forth¬ 
coming changes in the area of for¬ 
eign exchange control. However- 
and again, as usual - much of the 
financial sector and. even more 
so, most of the financial press, are 
not clear on what convertibility is 
likely to mean. 

The focus of the debate, such as 
it is. is firmly on the perceived 
threat of a flight of capital abroad: 
the argument is that since the 
coming relaxation of foreign 
exchange controls will remove 
most of the remaining restrictions 
on capita] movements between 
Israel and abroad, the way will be 
open for Israelis to buy large 
quantities of foreign currency and 
send the stuff overseas. 

There then follows an analytical 
non sequitur. which says that 
since this will be possible, it is 
likely to happen, and therefore 
convertibility comprises a great 
threat to the country's economic 
and financial stability. 

In the light of this threat, the 
proposed foreign exchange dereg¬ 
ulation should be a) scrapped or. 
bl watered down or cl deferred 
until such time as “the economy is 
ready for such a drastic measure.” 

This so-called analysis, however, 
is actually arrant bilge. The fret 
thaL moving funds abroad will, at 
least in some cases, become easier 
as a result of the shekel being made 
fuBy convertible does not. in and 
of itself, make such movements 
more likely. Furthermore, for most 
practical purposes, movement of 
funds abroad has been easily avail¬ 
able for some years, yet no large- 
scale outflow has occurred; on the 
contrary, there has been a massive 
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net inflow since 1995. 

Tbis absence of capital flight in 
recent years, when it was easily 
possible to do so legally or semi¬ 
legal! y, should be contrasted with 
the huge outflow of capital that 
really did occur in the first half of 
the 1980s, which was executed by 
methods largely or wholly against 
the law — because of the very 
stringent exchange control regula¬ 
tions then in force. 

■Die lesson to be learned from 
this comparison, and which is 
echoed by the experiences of 
numerous countries around the 
world, is that capital flight occurs 
in response to a loss of faith in the 
currency and, in particular, in the 
economic policies of the govern¬ 
ment of the country in question. 

Conversely, where a country 
implements sensible economic poli¬ 
cies that promote stability, its cur¬ 
rency remains firm and, more often 
than not, it attracts capital inflows. 

That is especially the case when 
that country is engaged in crushing 
inflation by means of a very tough 
monetary policy. This, of course, 
accurately describes Israel in recent 
years and into the foreseeable future. 

THE establishment and mainte¬ 
nance of a policy of high real 
interest rates attracts foreign capi¬ 
tal to domestic investments and/or 
encourages domestic corporations 
to borrow in foreign currency. In 
both of these cases, the result is a 
revaluation, in nominal or real 
terms, of the domestic currency. 

True, where there are funda¬ 
mental economic imbalances, 
such as a huge trade or balance of 
payments deficit, the maintenance 
of policies that result hi the cur¬ 
rency becoming overvalued, will 
become unsustainable. That is a 
nice way of saying that you can 
drive yourself into a Mexico -1994 
or Thailand/Malaysia-1997 type 
of crisis, if you really try hard. 


However, the current Israeli situ¬ 
ation is that the Bank of Israel, via 
its murderous monetary policy, and 
aided and abetted by the Treasury’s 
tough fiscal policy in 1996/97, has 
avoided that trap by driving the 
country into a deep and long reces¬ 
sion. Yes, that has caused unem¬ 
ployment and is eliminating entire 
swathes of Israeli industry. But it 
has also halved the balance of pay¬ 
ments deficit and restored order to 
the government’s finances. 

Since capital flows are focussed 
on the latter, rather than the for¬ 
mer, they have continued to flow 
into Israel, rather than out of it 

Making the shekel convertible 
represents the completion of the 
long-running process of foreign 
currency deregulation. When it 
happens, the case for fleeing from 
shekels into foreign currency will 
not be one whit stronger. 

However, the case for buying 
shekels and investing in Israeli 
financial instruments, especially 
short- and long-term government 
bonds, will be much stronger - at 
least in the view of foreign finan¬ 
cial institutions. 

Therefore, the "threaT of a run on 
the shekel is, under crnxem rircum- 
sanoes, a non-starter:The more Klee- 
ty rcsuk of the shekel's impending 
accession to the states of full con¬ 
vertibility will be to considerably 
enhance the attractiveness of Israeli 
fixed-income investments, spurring 
increased inflows and - at ini¬ 
tially-driving die shekel's value up. 

Beyond that, the prospects 
should be for considerably more 
volatility in the shekel’s exchange 
rate, versus the dollar, staling, the 
forthcoming euro and other cura¬ 
cies. But although volatility can be 

a threat that needs to be addressed, 

it is not part of a doomsday sce¬ 
nario, and certainly does not repre¬ 
sent a reason for delaying (yet 
apin) an important economic 
reform that is long overdue.

T he setting is the city of 
Bilbao, the largest cityw 
the Basque region of north¬ 
west Spain. It may be an odd set¬ 
ting for a discussion of the com¬ 
plexities of the Israel-Palestine 
peace process, but the audience is 
attentive. They have come to hear 
whether there is anything they 
can learn from the lessons of 
Israel and the Palestinians for 
their own attempts to reach some 
form of solution concerning 
Basque autonomy and self-gov¬ 
ernment, and. simultaneously put 
an end to the violence. 

The Israeli participants are just 
■one of five groups from around 
the world who are attempting to 
peacefully resolve their ethnic 
and political problems. In addi- 
. tion to the. Basque and the Israeli 
representatives, there are also 
• trams from Sri La nka , Northern 
Ireland and South Africa. 

South Africa is held up as the 
succe s s stray of the five, a rela¬ 
tively smooth transition from 
apartheid to a democracy, in 
which political power has passed 
from the white minority to the 
black majority without major 
bloodshed or outflow of white 
refugees. No, not everything is 
perfect in the new South Africa, 
but compared to the situation that 
existed less than a decade ago in 
this country; the transformation to 
black, majority rule has been 
remarkably successful 
For‘its part, Israel-Palestine and 
Sri T-anlra are held up as the least 
successful of the five cases. In Sri 
Lanka, no meaningful negotia- 
. turns between the Tamil majority 
and the Sinhalese minority are 
taking place, while in Israel the 
negotiations, which promised so 
much just two years ago, have all 
but broken down. 

In all cases, the activities of 
extreme groups, opposed to the 
peace processes, who see such dia¬ 
logue as being a sell-out rather 
than a move cowards long-term 
stability and peace, threaten to put 
an end to the negotiations. It is dif-

ficult for governments to continue 
to negotiate when violence and 
terrorism continues to take place. 

The Basques are eager to listen 
and to learn. This region, known 
by its inhabitants as die Basque 
country as an expression of then- 
desire for greater autonomy from 
Spain, is preparing its own pro¬ 
posals for discussion. For the past 
15. years, die Basques have had 
their own elected regional parlia¬ 
ment, but for many of them it is 
insufficient 

DESPITE the obvious differences 
between each of the cases, there is 
much to be learnt in this form of 
comparative workshop. Under 
what conditions do peace 
processes take place at the outset? 
What makes the two sides decide 
to recognize the value of talking 
to, rather than fi ghtin g with, the 
other in an attempt to find accept¬ 
able solutions? To what exteat is 
it important for external actors to 
be brought in as mediators and 
diplomatic go-betweens?

A literary scholar on a last track 
who left a teaching career to raise 
her three small children - a task 
nearly complete now - Wallace 
has written a thinking person’s 
argument in defense of marital 
fidelity. 

“We all have intelligent kids,” 
she says. “They need intelligent 
answers. “We have to answer their 
questions without flinching, and 
util them that It is not all tight to 
exploit another or to be the mind¬ 
less victim of our own impulses." 

Wallace is Irish Catholic and was 
educated by mms, but the case she 
makes for fidelity is not one from 
the pulpit; as in: Obey or face eter¬ 
nal damnation. Instead, Wallace 
makes a philosopher’s argument 
for marital fidelity as the logical 
extension of honorable friendship. 

“Fidelity is more than sexual 
exclusivity" Wallace says. “That 
first meaning of the word is nar¬ 
row and negative. It is rights to 
someone else’s body, licensed by 
the state. 

The word “fidelity' means com¬ 
mitment. To what? 7b a certain 
standard of interpersonal behavior, 
which includes qualities like com¬ 
passion and self-respect, generosi¬ 
ty and integrity. 

“1 don’t think I am inventing 
anything when I say that adultery 
is a bad idea and fidelity is a good 
idea. This isn't news. But what I

Every time you talk to your children about friendship 
you are preparing them to be loyal husbands and 
wives, says Catherine Wallace. Susan Reimer 
hears about her new book on an age-old issue

the neighbors will say, or even 
what’s best for the kids. It is a 
defense based on integrity, the 
same integrity that is the currency, 
the lubricant, the foundation of all 
good relationships. 

For Wallace, fidelity is a positive 
choice, a creative act, not just the 
avoidance of sin. Wallace’s book 
makes heroic those of us who are 
faithful in marriage because there 
isn’t the time or the opportunity or 


the guts to be anything else. 

But she does more than make us 
feel good about the default mode 
of our lives: She tells us how to 
teach our children to be faithful in 
a faithless world. Not just sexually 
faithful to a mate, but faithful to a 
friend and to ourselves. 

MOVIES and television, which cre¬ 
ate an imaginary world where sex is 
a recreational sport or the weapon 


of choice, make it difficult to talk to 
our children about sexual relation¬ 
ships in the real world - along with 
their natural and healthy aversion to 
listening to us on the subject. 

"It’s okay that it’s difficult." 
says Wallace. “We are respecting 
the inhibitions and restrictions that 
protect families from incest. So 
we have to find other approaches. 

“Bui if you understand instead 
that marriage is a variety of friend¬ 


ship. then you can talk about friend¬ 
ships. You realize that you are 
preparing your children to be loyal 
husbands and wives every time you 
talk to them about friendship, which 
we are doing from the time they are 
three or four years old.” 

Wallace is careful not to preach, 
because the kind of personal' 
integrity that produces faithful 
marriages does not come from a 
stone tablet. And she doesn't try to 
frighten her children into fidelity 
with stories about STDs and AIDS 
and death because if eternal 
damnation doesn't keep you home 
at night, a virus isn’t going to do it. 

Instead, she tells stories - from 
the Bible, from the newspaper, 
from the neighborhood, from liter¬ 
ature, from her own marriage - 
that demonstrate the nature of 
friendship. They are stories that 
are easy for a kid to sit through but 
have a moral punch line, one that 
gives dimension to vague and 
grown-up concepts like integrity 
and commitment and trust 

A CHILD cannot understand the 
discipline required for sexual 
fidelity, but he or she can under¬ 
stand a story about the sometimes 
high price of honesty. It’s a lesson 
Wallace's son learned when the 
winning basket he had scored was 
nullified when he admitted that he 
had stepped out of bounds. His 
teammates vilified him for telling 
the truth. 

A child may not understand the 
urgency of erotic desire, but that 
child can leant, as Wallace did, 
that you can't eat dozens of glazed 
doughnuts without feeling. 
ashamed and sick. Instead of 
threatening “because I said so,” 
she says, “Let me tell you a story." 

Sometimes she is inventive, cre¬ 
ating what historians call a “usable 
past," so her children can feel 
rooted in standards of behavior 
that support them during conflicts. 

"It isn't that I want to block 
behavior in their lives," Wallace 
says of her three children, 
teenagers now. “It is that there are 
values and commitments I want 
them to be capable of." 

For Wallace, sex is not the defi¬ 
nition of fidelity. Sex is a language 
of fidelity - the ultimate expres¬ 
sion of trust.

Hew York 
child and school psychologist 
answers: 

It is not unusual for six-year- 
olds to flex their muscles, becom¬ 
ing more challenging and some¬ 
times provocative. They are strad¬ 
dling the end of early childhood - 
a time when relatively few 
demands were made of-them and 
parents were omnipotent - and the 
beginning of middle childhood, a 
time when children are expected 
to exercise more self-control. 
They will be expected to read and 
write, and to delay gratification 
more readily. 

For some children this is a rather 
tease period; and as we know, chil¬ 
dren often have a hard time verbal¬ 
izing more complex or subtle feel¬ 
ings, showing us instead how they 
feel through their actions. 

So it’s important for you to be 
aware that, in part, your son’s 
“bad" behavior is age-appropriate, 
and not necessarily a sign of "bad" 
parenting. 

On the other hand, it's critical 
that you and your husband cooper¬ 


ate "in creating responses, that 
clearly signal the child that you, a$. 
the adults in the family, are firmly 
in charge and will guide him 
toward developing self-control 
and respect for others. 

Easy to say, of course - and 
often extremely hard to do! 

IF I WERE meeting wife you and 
your husband, I would begin by 
asking some questions to try and 
clarify why it has been hard for 
you to set limits where your son is 
concerned. Together we would 
learn how to make the most of 
your personal styles and strengths. 

Questions might include: Are 
you afraid of your child’s anger, 
making it hard to say no because 
you will then have to deal wife an 
irate child? 

Is there an anger-related issue in 
your family history feat needs to 
be worked through so you can tol¬ 
erate and not feel overwhelmed by 
your child’s angry reactions? 

Do you have any ideas about 
what .may be fueling your son’s 
“notlistening" to you? 

What is your son's school expe¬ 
rience like? Does he have friends? 
Has he had any learning prob¬ 
lems? Are there perhaps other 


children close to him who might ‘-feel more in control

be ~modeling”negative behaviors' 
feat he is trying on for size? 

Has there been any conflict 
between you and your husband? 
Has the child witnessed his father 
putting you down or acting disre¬ 
spectfully toward you? 

Children frequently act as 
barometers of parental tension, 
and your son's challenging behav¬ 
ior could be an indirect way of 
expressing anger or fear about a 
marital conflict 

Dissent between parents and 
grandparents is another avenue to 
explore. If your mother has been 
open in her criticism of your par¬ 
enting, your son might be feeling 
caught in the middle, which in 
turn may lead to more testing of 
limits. 

Solutions that will help you get 
through a tough period will 
emerge from your answers to the 
above questions. 

Some more suggestions: Plan 
how you will respond to your son's 
resting of limits. We find ourselves 
frequently caught off guard, even 
though our children’s behavior is 
repetitive and often predicable. A 
plan helps us think through our 
responses more rationally, helps us 


Children love humor arid drama 
Try to plan some outrageous or 
funny responses that wfll catch the 
child unawares, but get your point 
across. For example, next time 
there is a visit to grandma's, you or 
your husband might suddenly run 
into the house yelling, “The candy 
monster is here - quick, hide fee 
candy dish till after lunch!!!” 

Parents tend to take their parent¬ 
ing very seriously. A lighter touch 
often works wonders. 

I HOPE you have friends with 
whom you can share your experi¬ 
ences. First-time parents some¬ 
times feel ashamed or embar¬ 
rassed, little realizing that lots of 
other parents are probably going 
through very similar experiences. 
Sharing your problems will yield 
ideas, and you will feel less 
alone. 

Finally. I suspect that you may 
be having difficulty asserting 
yourself in other situations. If this 
is true, look for ways - wife or 
without professional help - to bol¬ 
ster your ability to make choices 
and act upon them, and to help 
you feel entitled to have expecta¬ 
tions of your son and of others.

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The peerless lily

I n folklore, literature and 
nature, the lily has no rival, 
except possibly the rose. The 
classic whiteness, graceful shape 
and fragrance of its flowers have 
been associated with a range of 
human emotions and experi¬ 
ences, including purity, inno¬ 
cence, motherhood, sadness and 
death. 

No plant is more steeped in his¬ 
tory than the lily. The ancient 
Egyptians. Greeks and Romans 
all used lilies in their funeral and 
religious rites. The Greek myths 
and Horner mention lilies. 
Although there is much scholarly 
debate on the issue, many believe 
that the lily is the flower King 
Solomon refers to several times 
in the Song of Songs. In the 
Christian tradition, the lily is 
associated with Mary and Easter 
time. 

Lilies are native to Europe, 
North America and Asia, includ¬ 
ing Israel, where in Hebrew they 
are called havatzelei or some¬ 
times shoshan/shoshana. In 
Arabic it is sousan. Sadly, our 
native lily, the Madonna lily 
(Lilium candidum ), however, is 
quite rare. It is found growing 
only in a few places on the 
Carmel and in Galilee on. cliffs 
and in rock crevices. Many lily 
bulbs were uprooted by the 
Crusaders and carried off to 
monasteries in Europe. Today it 
is a protected wild flower. 

Records of lily cultivation 
stretch back more than a thou¬ 
sand years, making it one of the 
oldest cultivated plants. The 
Madonna lily is believed to have 
reached England in the Middle 
Ages at the time of the Crusades. 
But it may have arrived much 
earlier, as the evidence shows 
this lily represented in a seventh- 
century miniature of St. 
Etheldreda of Anglia. During the 
reign of Edward IU (1312-77), 
the flower was incorporated in 
his coat of arms, and later, in 
1440, was included in the armor¬ 
ial bearings of Henry Vi’s 
College ' of, .Eton. The genus 
Lilium t> embracing about *80“ 
species' of lilies! belongs to the 
large Liliaceae family which 
includes about 4,000 species of 
widely distributed plants. 

The name "lily" is remarkable 
in its similarity across the entire 
spectrum of European languages 
— Greek, Romance, Teutonic and 
Slavic. The "li" is believed to 
suggest whiteness. Also, phrases 
like “lily-livered," “lily-white" 
and "gild the lily" are common. 

Consider the lily's elegant 
flowers with their uniquely waxy 
texture, frequently white but also 
colored and often sweetly fra-

grant. Their popularity has never 
waned, and the plants we see 
today are descended from the 
earliest introductions. Lilies are 
considered one of the classic gar¬ 
den plants, bringing as much 
timeless beauty to the modem 
balcony as to the historic walled 
garden of the manor house. 

Breeders did not begin to seri¬ 
ously develop the lily on a com¬ 
mercial scale until the late 19th 
and 20th centuries. Since then, 
numerous species have been 
introduced with an increasing 
number of “new century" hybrids 
every year. Demand for these 
flowers is high, and in fact the 
other day, we saw lily bulbs 
imported from Holland on sale in 
the local supermarket. 

Like roses, lilies have under¬ 
gone intensive breeding .and 
selection. Recently, the emphasis 
has been on improving the quali¬ 
ty and choice of the cut-flower 
varieties for the mass market 
This means producing lilies 
whose pollen will not stain cloth¬ 
ing and developing stems whose 
flowers point skywards. All this 
work has come at the expense of 
the garden varieties. For the gar¬ 
den we need reliable, long-last¬ 
ing plants with interesting grow¬ 
ing habits. 

The tiger lily (L. tigrinum > is 
one of the most popular and well- 
known of all lilies. It has been 
grown for its nutritious potato¬ 


like bulb in China, Korea and 
Japan for more than 2,000 years, 
but only reached Europe at the 
beginning of the 19th century. In 
Europe the newly introduced 
tiger lily lost its food value, and 
instead, became a cottage garden 
flower talcing its place alongside 
lilies of longer standing. 

Tigers are among one of the 
most drought-tolerant of lilies. 
Some experts recommend tigers 
for gardeners interested in grow¬ 
ing only one lily type, because 
they are resistant to a common 
virus that can devastate other 
lilies. 

As we mentioned, many lily 
types make excellent cut flowers. 
Sometimes the scent of a single 
stemmed flower can fill a room 
or even an entire house with a. 
sweet.narcissus-like fragrance.. j 
\ If yon' wish to grow plants for j 
cutting, it is important to choose 1 
a variety that is easily cultivated, 
and that has strong stems and 
long-lasting flowers with a range 
of forms and colors. Most of the 
cut-flower varieties are easily 
grown and very long lasting, 
blooming up to three weeks in 
cool surroundings. In parts of 
Europe you can see lilies grow¬ 
ing wild. These are garden 
“escapes," that is. once domesti¬ 
cated plants that are now grow¬ 
ing free. They seem happiest 
flourishing along the sunlit edges 
of woodlands or on sunny banks

At the Botanical 
Garden we have planted lilies in 
small drifts near deciduous trees, 
and they have established them¬ 
selves nicely and are spreading 
veiy well. 

What kind of lilies are suitable 
for your garden may be a matter 
of trial and error. The best way to 
find out is to try a few different 
kinds. 

Sofl. The secret to successful 
lijy growing is a well-drained, 
humus-rich soil. Soils with heavy 
clay or that are cold or wet 
should be avoided. The majority 
of lilies will grow in ordinary 
garden soil enriched with well- 
decayed compost and plenty of 
peat moss worked in..-Hi. the- 
drainage is poor,.it may be joeces-.. 
s&y. .to work jn somevolcanic» 
rock at a lower level. 

Position. Choose a portion of 
your garden that receives at least 
half a day's sun, preferably in the 
morning. In wanner regions lilies 
will do well when planted in par¬ 
tial shade, as long as they receive 
at least five to six hours of sun 
during the day. Full sun in die 
north is recommended. 
Conversely, lilies will grow in 
dense shade, but tend to be forev¬ 
er searching for light instead of 
making flowers. 

Planting. The general rule for 
planting lilies is to plant the bulb 


at a depth three times its up-and- 
down length. They are best plant¬ 
ed in autumn or in spring. 

Care. Many kinds of lilies are 
stem rooting, in other words, 
they produce roots from the stem 
just above the bulb, as well as 
from beneath it. When the green 
shoots start to poke out of the 
ground, this is the time to top 
dress them with a mixture of 
compost and peat moss (Heb.

This may result in 
botrytis blight, a fungal disease 
which can be treated with a 
fungicide. 

Feeding. A fertilizer high in 
potash and low in nitrogen is 
suitable. .. 

Aftercare. Let (he leaves die 
down naturally, which allows 
them to build up energy for next' 
year's flowers. Remove all dead 
or dying blooms unless you want 
to harvest the seeds from the 


flowers. Plants grown from-seed 
usually take two or three years to 
bloom. However, the modern 
hybrid varieties do not breed true 
to type; in other words, seed- 
grown plants may not resemble. 
the parent plants. And if yon 
want your lilies to flower the fol¬ 
lowing year leave at least one , 
third of die stem when ending the 
flowers. 1 

Lilies can be left undisturbed 
for years, but if they start to look 
weak, sending out few flowers, it 
may be time to divide them. If 
you are growing them in a very 
warm region where the winter 
temperatures do not. fell below 
7’C., it may be necessary to dig 
up fee bulbs and refrigerate them 
for 6-8 weeks, thereby Simulating 
fee winter rest. But not all vari¬

.Growing in pots. Many of fee 
.newer varieties of lilies can be 
grown very successfully in pots.' 
Make sure fee pots are fairly 
deep and filled with a rich mix¬ 
ture of potting soil as described 
above. Large containers will 
enable them to be left undis¬ 
turbed for several years, merely 
being .top dressed wife a fresh 
mixture of compost and peat 
moss. lilies grown in smaller 
containers .will need repotting 
each yean AH containers should 
be free-draining.

This tendency, said die bank, 
could in ttnxi be attributed to a 
favorable judgment cn investors’ 
part of theimprovements In die 
cunenlraccount deficit and the con¬ 
tinued inflow of foreign invest¬ 
ments, set against the backdrop of 
interest rates which are higher than 
therates offered on foreign curren¬ 
cies. 

The central bank attributed the 
sharp decline in forex borrowing to 
the public’s apparent concern over 
die repercussions of the Asian 
financial crisis.

Knesset expected to expand 

price-labeling rules today 


By MNA GILBERT 

The Knesset Economics Committee is 
expected today to approve a series of 
amendments to price-labeling regulations 
which will require the labeling of all pack¬ 
aged products except for bagged milk, 
chairman Avi Yehe 2 kel (Labor) said yester¬ 
day. 

Yehezkel said only four out of 15 MKs on 
die committee are expected to vote against 
the proposed amendments, introduced by 
Industry and TYade Minister Natan 
Sharansky. 

Sharansky has asked for all dairy prod¬ 
ucts, food items sold in bins or display 
boxes and cases, frozen chicken and motor 
oils, which have enjoyed an exemption 
from pice labeling, to be included in the 
regulations. He has also threatened to with¬ 
draw tbe legislation if the committee makes 
any changes. 

However, Yehezkel said yesterday that the 


committee does not tend to approve leaisla- 
tion en bloc, and that he believed that the 
ministry would not withdraw the measure if 
labeling was approved for every thine 
except for bagged milk. 

The regulations would take effect in three 
months. As a result, prices will have to be 
placed on each item sold, including drink 
bottles and cans, soup packages, humus 
containers, candy bars and packaged snack 
foods. 

In a committee hearing yesterday, 
Yehezkel noted that beyond Sharansky's 
legislation the problem with price-labeling 
is enforcement. He called on the ministry to 
double the amount of inspectors and for the 
public to file complaints. 

Antitrust Authority director David 
Tadmor said price labeling is a crucial ele¬ 
ment to ensuring competition. “It lets the 
consumer choose between products. The 
comparison of prices brings down prices,” 
he said.. “More information means greater 


competition.” 

“The labeling of the price on the product 
is not an issue of cost to supermarkets, but 
convenience,” he said. “The supermarket 
chains are afraid of competition, that is why 
they don’t want price labeling.” 

However, representatives of the super¬ 
market chains said price labeling is unnec¬ 
essary and archaic, since prices are marked 
on shelves and given modem technology, 
such as bar codes. 

Super-Sol president David Alphandary 
suggested that shelves be installed with 
dividers so the labels can be cleariy 
matched to the products. “The use of pric¬ 
ing guns will introduce more mistakes,” he 
said. “People are smart enough to read tbe 
shelves.” 

Co-op chairman Ya’acov Gelband sug¬ 
gested that stores be allowed to use digital 
labels linked to a central computer, so that 
there would be no confusion between labels 
and the register prices. 


Tnuva president Gedalya Gal said the best 
way to inform consumers is to have the 
price on the product, but that the need to 
expedite the transfer of dairy products from 
factory, to truck and then to the shelves, is 
more important. 

A representative of small food shops, Eli 
Boubli, said it is unfair to enforce the regu¬ 
lations on small stores, which have less per¬ 
sonnel and are being pushed out of the mar¬ 
ketplace by the large chain stores. “No one, 
not even my son, will come help me mark 
prices on milk products at 5 in the morn¬ 
ing,” he said. 

The Israel Consumer Council blasted the 
attitude of the supermarkets. “Prices are 
deliberately left off products to make more 
money from consumers,” said chairman 
Ariella Ravdel-Nedkov. 

She called on the committee to respect 
consumers' wishes and said that a survey 
has found that 84% prefer ro have prices 
marked on products. 


IDB net income 
drops 20.6% 

Discount workers hold wage protest

Israel Discount Bank yesterday 
reported a 20.6 percent drop in net 
income last year, to NIS 199.9 
million from NTS 251.6m. is 
1996. 

In the fourth quarter, net income 
fell 489b to NIS 7.1m. from NIS 
13.6m. in the same period in 
1996. 

The bank's news conference in 
Tfel Aviv was canceled yesterday 
when management decided not to 
arrive due to a protest at the 
entrance to Beit Sokolov by work- 
era over their wage agreement and 
tbe foilure to move to a five-day 
work week. 

“Management refuses to hold a 
press conference under the threat 
of violence, 1 * the bank's 
spokesman announced to journal¬ 
ists. Management added.that it 
was not - willing to hold'toe con¬ 
ference under police protection. 

Tbe bank* tbe country’s third 
largest, attributed the drop to two 
non-recurring factors - a volun¬ 
tary early retirement program, 
amounting to NIS 94.6m., which 
is being implemented as part of an 
efficiency plan, and measures 
taken to “hedge the dollar risk in 
real terms of its investment in 
Israel Discount Bank of New 
York.” 

The bank expects to reduce 
salary costs this year, following 
completion of the early retirement 
program. 

Assets in 1997 were valued at 
NIS 83.7 billion, compared with 


NIS 82.7b. in 1996. Deposits 
from toe public totaled NIS 74b., 
compared with NIS 713b. a year 
earlier. 

The drop in fourth quarter earn¬ 
ings was attributed to lower earn¬ 
ings from lending and higber pro¬ 
visions for bad loans. 

Provision for doubtful debts in 
the fourth quarter was NIS 
170.7m., up nom NIS lS8.8ra. 
the year before. 

The rise in charges for bad loans 
“stemmed from the slowdown in 
the economy. Close to one-half 
were in the construction and real 
estate industries,” said Discount 
Bank CEO Avraham Asheri. 

He said real estate and construc¬ 
tion account for about 30% of toe 
bank’s loan portfolio. 

Whether the bank will be able to 
reduce bad debt provisions this 
year depends on the economy and 
tbe-real estate market, according 
to Dorbn Tsur, head of research ar 
Sbahar Securities. 

He said Discount’s return on 
equity of 4.6% last year lags 
behind other large Israeli banks, 
which have returns of 10% and 
more. 

Income on loan activity after 
provisions for bad debt was NIS 
405m., down from NIS 420.5m. 
in the fourth quarter of 1996. 

Government officials have said 
they want to sell off the state’s 
513% holding in Israel Discount 
Bank before the end of this year. 

Last year, the government sold a 
controlling stake in Bank 
HapoaJim Ltd., toe country's 
largest bank.

T he Gentian media con¬ 
glomerate Bertelsmann 
announced Monday that it 
is buying Random House, the 
largest and most prominent 
American book publisher, from 
§ billionaire $.1. Newhouse. The 
52 deal makes the privately held 
| firm, once a provincial religious 
- house, the biggest force in US 
publishing. 

Estimated to be worth as much 
as $1.6 billion, the agreement 
marks another huge step toward 
consolidation in the publishing 
industry. The deal will leave only 
seven major New York houses - 
four of them owned by foreign 
conglomerates. 

Random House, whose thou¬ 
sands of authors include John 
Updike, Gabriel Garcia Marqoez, 
President Clinton, Anne Rice, 
Pope John Paul n, Norman 
Mailer and Michael Crichton, has 
an importance that goes beyond 
its massive size. 

Its books - published under the 
imprints of Knopf, Crown, 
Pantheon, Vi Hard and Ballantine. 
in addition to Random House 
itself - look better and often are 
better than most in the industry. 
Its deals are flashier, with not 
only its writers but also its edi¬ 
tors turning up in gossip 
columns. Its self-conscious role 
as the standard-bearer of litera¬ 
ture and literacy in this country is 
sometimes mocked but rarely 
denied. 

With $16b. in revenue during 
its last fiscal year, Bertelsmann is 
the world’s third largest media 
and entertainment conglomerate, 
behind Time Warner Inc. and 
Walt Disney Co., and ahead of 
Rupert Murdoch's News Corp. 

It already owns the US publish¬ 
ing empire Bantam Doubleday 
Dell. 

Its best-known author is John 
Grisham, whose legal thrillers 
sell millions. Earlier this month. 
Bertelsmann announced it would 
gp into online bookselling, i la 
Amazon.com.

York ^publishing circles Monday.. 
People were too busy trymg- to 
figure" out whtit it all meant!, u-i 
“Half the earth Just moved," 
said Juris Juijevics, proprietor of 
Soho Press, an independent 
house. “The landscape is irrevo¬ 
cably altered-1 don’t think there's 
any precedent for something of 
this size. It will have book clubs, 
mass-market paperbacks, multi¬ 


ple hardcover lines. It’s every¬ 
where. with five varieties of 
eveiything. Who knows what to 
think? It's just so gigantic,” 

“I haven't talked to anyone who 
hasn’t expressed great shock," said 
Andre Schiffrin, who left Random 
House under bitter circumstances 
eight years ago to found the New 
Press. “Everybody's now owned 
by foreigners." 

One measure of the huge clout 
that the new firm will have is that 
many agents and editors were 
reluctant to speak on the record, 
for fear of offending someone. 
“It’s sad, frightening,” said one 
agent. 

"I used to have a list of 75 edi¬ 
tors you can send a book to. Now 
there are 15. It just reduces, once 
again, the number of choices.” 

“Sad" was a word that seemed 
to come up a lot. Said a former 
Random House executive: 
“What’s really sad is that Random 
was the independent voice in a 
culture that has very few indepen¬ 
dent voices anymore." 

One major Random House 
author, William Styron, said he 
wasn’t much worried: “The com¬ 
pany’s gotten so enormous and 
monstrous and bloated, it hardly 
makes any difference if it passes 
into the bands of someone else.” 

The American Booksellers 
Association, which represents 
3,500 independent bookstores, 
had been concerned about con¬ 
solidation prior to Monday’s 
announcement. Last week it sued 
the Barries & Noble and Borders 
book chains, alleging that these 
giants use their clout with pub¬ 
lishers to obtain secret discounts 
and other favorable treatment 
that undermines independents’ 
ability to compete. 

“We are stunned." said ABA 
spokesman Len Vlahos. “We 
need to take time to analyze it, 
and see how it impacts book¬ 
sellers." 

A woman who answered the 
phone in S.l. Newhouse's New 
York office Monday said he was¬ 
n’t in. But the deal apparently 
was initiated when Thomas 
Middelhoff, Bertelsmann’s 
incoming chief executive officer, 
visited Newhouse on his 70th- 
birthday oi^Nov. 7. Bertelsmann 
had made no secret that it was in 
the market for a major acquisi¬ 
tion. 

“Random was a dream, some¬ 
thing we hoped wonld be avail¬ 
able someday." said Peter Olson, 
chairman of Bertelsmann Book 
Group North America. 

Negotiations, which went 


smoothly, continued under a veil 
of secrecy through the end of last 
week. Newhouse, whose family 
media empire includes more than 
■ a dozen major newspapers and 
magazines ranging from the New 
Yorker to Parade , said via a news 
release that a decision had been 
made “to'focus its efforts on the 
management and expansion” of 
those core businesses. 

A source close to the deal said 
Newhouse had been mulling for a 
while what to do with Random 
House, including selling It or 
acquiring another publisher to 
introduce greater economies of 
scale. “It was clear to him that 
the economics of book publish¬ 
ing are changing for the worse," 
die source said. “And he's a real¬ 
ist- When it becomes clear he's 
swimming upstream, he’s facile 
enough to swim downstream.” 

Another factor, several sources 
surmised, is that none of the next 
crop of Newhouses felt so pas¬ 
sionately about the business to 
want to keep it. “The Newhouses 
decided the next generation had 
enough on their plates,” one 
source said. 

Random House’s sales slipped 
from $lJ>b. in 1995 to an esti¬ 
mated $I.22b. in 1996, with 
profits of about $70nu, according 
to Albert Greco, an associate pro¬ 
fessor at Fordham University’s 
graduate business school who 
studies die book business. 

Bertelsmann's imprints had 
sales of about $670m. in both 
years. 

Greco said the combination of 
two of the largest publishers will 
invite “scrupulous investigation” 
by the Justice Department or 
Federal Trade Commission. Bnt 
he said he doubted the govern¬ 
ment would seek to stop iL 

“The book industry is moder¬ 
ately concentrated, but given all 
the factors in play,” it would be 
hard to justify blocking it on 
antitrust grounds, he said. 

Neither of die companies 
released terms of the deal, but 
publishing industry sources esti¬ 
mated that Bertelsmann is paying 
between $l-2b. and $1.6b. for 
Random House. Newhouse 
bought Random. House - from 
RCA in 1980 for betwe0p.$£5t& 
and$Jpm.*£- • 

At Random House, a notorious¬ 
ly voluble place, no one wanted 
to talk an die record. There was 
surprise, chagrin and hope. 

“ ‘Thrilled’ is not die word 
around here,” said one employee. 
Said another “This morning I 
was speechless. Now I can talk. 


but I’m still not coherent.” 

But a third said Bertelsmann 
“has a good reputation. They 
seem very interested in books.” 

Meanwhile,' at .' Bantam 
Doubleday Dell, a source said: 
“People are ecstatic. Everyone 
here always wants to work at 
Random House. The perception 
is they do the best books, they 
attract the best authors. ... 

It’s generally a stimulating envi¬ 
ronment. And now, suddenly, we 
all do work there. Actually; it’s 
even better - they work for us." 

Robert Picard, a professor spe¬ 
cializing in the economics of 
media companies at California 
State University at Fullerton, said 
consolidation in die book industry 
is being driven by high debt levels, 
and shrinking profit margins.as 
more titles and more publishers 
seek to attract leaders. By combin¬ 
ing operations, Bertelsmann and 
Random House win be able to save 
substantially on overhead - every¬ 
thing from warehouse operations 
to accounts payable to publicity. 

“Books are among the most 
risky of media products,” said 
Picard. 

“The ability to project success 
is lower than a TV program. You 
have fewer formulas. With a 
book, you’re throwing it out 
there, hoping that the public may 
like iL” 

But one veteran industry exec¬ 
utive, who asked not to be identi¬ 


fied, questioned whether 
Bertelsmann could really achieve 
enough cost savings to make the 
deal succeed. 

“The whole thing doesn’t make 
sense,” he said. “This is like 
Columbia Pictures merging with 
Paramount - instead of making 
40 movies a year, they make 80 
together, but without closing 
down a studio.... You can cut, but 
can you do it in a way that will be 
meaningful? . 

I am flabbergasted by this. 
The source close to the negotia¬ 
tions stressed that, at the end of 
the day, there would be consoli¬ 
dation as employees, books and 
redundancies are eliminated. 
“This deal only makes sense if 
there are' economies of scale.” 

The other owners of top US 
publishing companies are the pri¬ 
vately held Hearst Corp., which 
has the Morrow and Avon lines; 
Murdoch’s News Corp., which 
owns HarperCollins; the British 
conglomerate ~ Pearson, which 
owns Viking and Putnam; the 
publicly held Time Warner, 
which publishes under the 
Warner and Little, Brown names; 
the German family Holtzbrinck, 
which owns Farrar, Straus & 
Giroux, Hemy Holt and St. 
Martin’s Press; and die publicly 
traded Viacom, which has 
announced its intention to sell 
pail of Simon and Schuster.

Stocks on the TASE dropped 
yesterday, led by Israel Discount 
Bank Ltd. after it said fwuth-quar- 
ter net income sank due to lower 
earnings from lending and higher 
provisions for bad loans. Israel 
Discount Bank, the country's 
third-laxgest bank by assets, fell 
1.95 percent. 

The decline helped the Maof 
Index of 25 largest companies

Israel Discount Bank's fourth- 
quarter net fell 48% to NIS 7.1 
million, or NIS 0.07 a share, from 
NIS 13.6m.. or NIS 0.14 a share, 
in the same period a year earlier.

Gold rose yesterday on opti¬ 
mism that the European central 
bank will hold as much as 30 per¬ 
cent of its reserves in gold, much 
higher than most expectations.

further delay shipments of the pre¬ 
cious metaL Russia, the worid's 
largest supplier of palladium, has 
not shipped any palladium or plat¬ 
inum so far this year because of 
the government’s failure to grant 
export licenses.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) — 
Four Cuban ballplayers and a 
coach evaded government author¬ 
ities by hiding in one of the tun¬ 
nels Fidel Castro ordered built to 
shelter Cubans from possible US 
attack, a US newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

The ballplayers and four others, 
hiding out for days while they 
waited for seas to calm, “had to 
maintain silence because there 
was so much danger of us getting 
caught,” Cuban baseball coach 
Orlando Chinea told the Sun- 
Sentinel of Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, through the chain-link

fence of the Carmichael Road 
Detention Center. 

On March 10, Chinea pretended 
to be going about his daily busi¬ 
ness, then disappeared without a 
word to his wife and 12-year-old 
son, taking only some pictures of 
them. 

The other ballplayers also left 
without telling anyone, traveling 
in rented cars to Las Tunas, an 
eastern city hundreds of miles 


from their province of Villa Clara. 
At Las Tunas, the athletes, wear¬ 
ing disguises, met Four compan¬ 
ions, Chinea said Monday. 

“We were trying to camouflage 
ourselves to keep from arousing 
suspicions,” Chinea said. 

They moved into the abandoned 
tunnel, which Chinea described as 
one of hundreds of “people’s tun¬ 
nels” first built after the failed, 
US-sponsored Bay of Pigs attack 


intended to dislodge Castro in 
1961. Construction continued into 
the early 1990s. 

For five or six days, the group 
hid there, then moved into the 
basement of a friend’s house for a 
few more days. They got rosaries 
from a local priest, who did not 
know what they were up to. 

“It’s been blessed by the pope,” 
Chinea said, fishing out a white 
plastic rosary from under his blue 


warm-up jacket and kissing it. “He 
(the priest) happened to have nine. 
He gave feem to some friends who 
brought them to ns." With die 
rosaries, “we always thought we 
were being protected," be said. 

Miami-based sports agent Joe 
Cabas has been working to keep 
the group from being sent back. 
Bahamian immigration director 
Melvin Seymour said Monday he 
“is hoping to return diem home 


soon.” . 

“We’re very concerned,” said 
Rene.Guim, Cubes 1 spokesman. 
“If they' step up die process to 
return them to Giba, we have to 
step up die process to get them 
humanitarian visas.” .

NBA owners’ reopening of labor pact 

could lead to lockout 


DALLAS (Reuters) - The NBA Board of 
Governors voted overwhelmingly Monday to 
exercise the league's right to reopen the collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement, a move that could 
lead to a lockout 

NBA owners voted 27-2 to reopen negotia¬ 
tions and void the remaining three years of the 
six-year collective bargaining agreement As a 
result the agreement will now expire June 30, 
1998. A simple majority vote, or 15 of the 29 
teams, was all that was needed to authorize a 
reopening of labor talks. 

“What we’re seeing now is a system where 
salaries continue to rise and ticket prices con¬ 
tinue to rise,” said NBA Commissioner David 
Stem. 

“It's our view that we're close to a system 
that works, but it doesn’t quite hit it We need a 
better system." 

Owners had the right to set aside the final 
three years of the agreement if player salaries 


climbed above 51.8 percent of basketball-relat¬ 
ed income. According to NBA Deputy 
Commissioner Granik, projections show that 
actual salaries and benefits for this season wDl 
be 57.2 percent or $995 million. 

“Although the league's revenue growth has 
been strong, player salaries are climbing much 
faster than revenues,” said Granik. “As a result 
die league is becoming unprofitable.” 

Granik said that at least half the teams in the 
NBA will lose money this season. “Last year, 
we calculated that 13 teams lost money, but 
we're pretty certain that at least 15 teams will 
lose money in 1997-98." 

The NBA came close to a work stoppage prior 
to the 1995-96 season, when free agent signings 
were delayed and summer camps were post¬ 
poned, but no games were missed. The NBA is 
the only major professional US league that has 
not lost games due to labor problems. 

But if a new agreement with the Player’s 


Association is not negotiated by July 1, a lock¬ 
out likely would be imposed. 

“In the negotiations, the NBA will not be 
proposing that players take pay cuts,” said 
Granik. “In feet, we guarantee that salaries will 
continue to increase over the next several years. 

We just have to get increases in player 
salaries in line with our increases...” 

The two sides may negotiate changes to the 
rookie salary cap and clarify rules regarding 
disciplining of players in the wake of fee 
Latrell Sprewell decision. An arbitrator last 
month reinstated Sprewell as a member of the 
Golden State Warriors and reduced the fallen 
star guard’s NBA suspension for choking 
coach PJ. Cariesimo by five months. 

A new CBA could also include a policy 
regarding fee use of marijuana. None is cur¬ 
rently in place and star players such as Chris 
Webber and Allen Iverson were arrested on 
marijuana-relaied charges in 1997.

Palmer and Jack Nicklaus were playing a prac¬ 
tice round at the Masters wife 20-year-old Tiger Woods, who bad won 
fee first of three consecutive US Amateur titles. 

They agreed Woods had the game to win at least 10 green jackets, 
which no longer sounds implausible after fee way Woods won last year.

With dpg masks and ‘‘woof-woof- 
woofs" only 17 months away, 
Cleveland was awarded an expan¬ 
sion team on Monday that will take 
toe field wearing orange and brown 
in 1999. 

The unprecedented move restores 
one of football's signature franchises 
to a loyal city once known as 
Browns Town. From Jim Brown and 
Lou Groza to Ozzie Newsome and 
Bennie Kosar, Cleveland has its foot¬ 
ball fix back. 

“It's great for everyone in 
Cleveland to hear this." said Kosar, 
the former Browns quarterback who 
is expected to be involved in owner¬ 
ship or management of toe expan¬ 
sion team. 

With unanimous supporr from 
owners, toe league will expand to 31 
teams, easing toe blow from one of 
toe most emotional franchise reloca¬ 
tions in sports history. 

Cleveland, a city without a pas¬ 
time for two winters and counting, 
has been rooting for a new team — 
not a relocated one — to go with its 
new stadium and new owner yet to 
be named. 

“After two years of not having a 
team and feeling that our hometown 
had been slighted, we’re now over 
toe hump," said Laura Martinez 
Massie of the Browns Fans 
Worldwide Network. “If we had not 
voiced our opinions, the owners 
would have thought we’d take any¬ 
thing." 

The Browns will return to the AFC 
Central, playing their first exhibition 
game against Dallas in the Hall of 
Fame game in Canton, Ohio, next 
year. The first home game is set for 
Aug. 21, 1999 in a new stadium 
being built an toe same site as old 


Cleveland Stadium, which was tom 
down after the move. 

The $247 million, 72,000-seat sta¬ 
dium even features a replica of that 
famous section in the Cleveland 
Stadium end zone known as the 
Dawg Pound, where the most rabid 
Browns rooters roamed. 

“A number of owners made very 
strong statements in favor of expan¬ 
sion, including An ModeU.” said 
NFL commissioner Paul Tagtiabue, 
referring to the former Browns 
owner who moved the team to 
Baltimore after the 1995 season. 

Tagliabue also announced that the 
league hired Joe Mack as player per¬ 
sonnel director of toe Browns. Mack 
held that position with the 
Washington Redskins from 1989-94 
and helped build the Carolina 
Panthers expansion team as assistant 
general manager in 1994. 

The from office will be assembled 
by George Young, retired general 
manager of toe New York Giants 
and now a league vice president. 

The league will now focus on tak¬ 
ing applications for an owner and 
setting a franchise fee, which is 
expected to be in the $350 million 
range. Owners decided not to let 
those unsolved issues delay the 
Cleveland announcement any 


Although expansion was the 
expected optical for Cleveland, the 
swift approval came as a surprise 
because a few owners, including 
Jerry Jones of the Cowboys, appar¬ 
ently were not sold on the idea. 

“I was one of the people who 
wanted to get this done," said 
Modell. reviled in Cleveland after 
toe move. 

The agreement between the city 
and league calls for toe new Browns 
to maintain their colors and history, 
including records and statistics.

England look to solve injury riddle 


Media: Atherton should go 


BERNE (Switzerland) - Glenn Hoddle, 
preparing his injury-ridden squad for a friend¬ 
ly against Switzerland today, believes 
England's defear by Chile could prove to have 
been the turning point in their World Cup 
build-up. 

"If we win here tomorrow (today), beat 
Portugal and go unbeaten into the summer, 
then probably our most important game was 
the loss to Chile," said an upbear Hoddle. dur¬ 
ing a pre-match press conference yesterday. 

“It look away a bit of the euphoria and let 
everyone know that we can't just put the shirts 
on and go win the World Cup. 

“But 1 can only say that, if we get a win here 
tomorrow.” Hoddle's main worry now howev¬ 
er. is not last month's defeat by Chile at 
Wembley but the rash of injuries that have 
depleted bis squad before their friendly 
against a fit Swiss side looking to impress 
new coach Gilbert Gress. 


Because of injuries. Hoddle has seen his 
original 26-man squad reduced to 17 players- 
three of them goalkeepers. 

Included among the w’ounded are six 
Manchester United players - all the United 
contingent except striker Teddy Sheringham - 
as well as stalwarts such as Arsenal captain 
Tony Adams. 

Hoddle has been forced to draft in 
Liverpool players Jamie Redknapp and 
Dominic Matteo. 

The two men were already over-age mem¬ 
bers of the under-21 squad and played a part 
in the junior match yesterday before joining 
the senior squad and a likely place on the 
bench. 

Midfielder Redknapp, 24, is expected tc be 
used as a sweeper in the under-21 match. 

Defender Matteo. 23, is needed as cover for 
Sheffield Wednesday’s Andy Hinchcliffe, 
whom Hoddle still describes as questionable. 


In the face of bis team’s injury woes. 
Hoddle attempted to put a positive spin on toe 
situation by looking at it as an opportunity to 
assess players. 

"At the end of toe day it (the injuries) might 
have been good.” said Hoddle. “This could be 
a good game to throw in a few people and see 
how they handle iL 

“The players are well aware that as soon as 
one door shuts another one opens for them 
and there are not many opportunities left 
between now and the summer. 

Hoddle admitted during the press confer¬ 
ence that he had been considering using the 
Swiss contest to field what might have been 
his starting line-up for France. But now that 
choice may not be made until the day before 
the opening kick-off. 

“It might have been this game but that can’t 
be." said Hoddle. “And it doesn’t look like 
Portugal will be that game either. 


LONDON (Reuter) — Mike Atherton is on the way out as England 
captain after another lost series and poor performances with the bat, 
British newspapers agreed yesterday.

NEWCASTLE (Reuters) - Sir 
John Hall returned as chairman of 
crisis-tom Newcastle United yes¬ 
terday and immediately launched 
an attack on the tabloid press over 
their allegations of sleaze which 
caused two of the club’s top offi¬ 
cials to resign. 

In an emotionally-charged press 
conference at St James’ Park yes¬ 
terday, Hall reflected oo the 
"anguish” suffered by his family 
during the previous 10 days. 

He was speaking after his son, 
Douglas, and previous chairman 
Freddy Shepherd finally resigned 
front toe club's board after coming 


under immense pressure from 
fens, media and fellow directors. 

In a swipe at the media. Hall 
said: “The vilification that 
Douglas and Freddy have been pat 
through has been terrible to watch. 
Yes, it’s been self-inflicted, but the 
question has to be asked: why 
were they targeted? "Are they 
MPs? Are they arms dealers? Was 
anything that was said in the pub¬ 
lic interest? The answer, self-evi¬ 
dently, is no. 

So why were they set up, why 
were they the subject of such an 
elaborate and expensive trap?” 

The pair had been under intense 
scrutiny since a Sunday newspa¬ 
per alleged they had ridiculed sup¬ 
porters, described local women as 


“dogs," insulted star player Alan 
Shearer and sold striker Andy 
Cole 10 Manchester United know¬ 
ing he was injured. 

Announcing he was retaking the 
helm of toe club he led from the 
brink of bankruptcy in 1992 until 
stepping down late last vear. Sir 
John, admitted: “The effect cm the 
Hall and Shepherd families has 
been awful and the effect on 
Newcastle United has been sad to 
watth- 

“Boto Freddy and Douglas are 
foil of remorse for what was said 
and cannot apologize enough for 
toe pain that has been caused. 

“However, anybody who knows 
them realizes that these events are 
totally out of character. What must 


not be forgotten is the fact that 
they’ve been great supporters of 
this region, creating jobs and pros¬ 
perity in the area.”
